COLD LIGHT IN TIME OF WAR 


From a Military Polnt of View, Ite Im- 
portance Can Scarcely Be 
Exaggerated. 

Cold light is useful for military pur 
poses, for now every soldier can have 
In his knapsack the apparatus neces: 
sary for optic telegraphy. For mili- 
tary and naval searchiights cold light 
furnishes divergent beams in such a 
mass that they oonstitute veritable 
eyes for submarines, flying machines, 
and balloons of all kinds. At experi- 
ments made recently in Paris in the 
presence of the minister of war, these 
searchlights sent forth such powerful 
streams of light that it was plain they 
could be used successfully for succor- 
Ing the wounded on the battlefield, for 
searching in the ruins of a fire, in 
mine gisasters, shipwrecks, etc. Tha 
Important part played by searchlights 
fa the recent Balkan war is stfll fresh 
n the public mind, and there ts every 


reason to believe that their role will: 


be still greater in future conflicts, 
when, in order to escape flying ma- 
chine reconnaissances, 
often take place in the night. In fact, 
the cold Nght works in the Boulevard 
de Charonne, Paris, are busy at this 
moment manufacturing searchlights 
for the French colonial service, as it 
has been found that instead of elght 
mules now needed to transport a 
searchlight and its accessories, one or 
two mules suffice, a fact the import- 
ance of which cannot be exaggerated 
from the military point of view.— 
Francois Dussaud, {n Harper’s Maga- 
zine,

ALSACE FRENCH ALWAYS 


Her People, Speaking German, Yet 
Dreaded Return of ‘Kultur 


In the early days of the war, a 
great fear broode@a over the moun- 
tains and valleys of the smiling land 
of. Alsace that is once more France. 
The dread was that Alsace would be- 
come Elsass again. As months turn- 
ed into years and blue devils of Al- 
pine chasseurs still held the peaks 
against the Kaiser and the Krupp 
batteries, the agony of that fear grew 
less acute. The Alsatians plucked up 
courage, wiped the dust off their 
French vocabularies, took down their 
German signs, helped French officials 
administer local affairs—and tried to 
forget their forty years of vassalage. 
Not Franco alone, but the nine na- 
tions allfed with her, solemnly assur- 
ed these Alsatians who want to bo 
French that before this war is end- 
ed they will have ceased forever to 
be a part of Germany. So now hope 
has changed to faith among this folk, 
whose speech after forty-six yeard 
is Germanic but whose hearts belong 
always to France. To them the reply 
to Wilson which Premier Briand 
handed to Ambassador Sharp was a 
covenant than which only one thing 
{s of deeper moment—the roar of 
new artillery on the crests of the 
Vosges. 

Writes a correspondent: “If it is 
difficult to know what is taking placo 
in a military sense in the snowbound 
fastnesses of the Vosges it is still 
more difficult to discern clearly be- 
neath the véneer of Teutonic speech 
what is going on in a psychological 
sense among the Alsatian people. I 
have seen almost every section of tho 
French front, and nowhere have I 
found modern warfare more imper- 
sonal and harder to grasp than in 
wintry Alsace. The same thing holds 
true for the opizion of the civilian 
population. They suffer more silent- 
ly than any other folk directly op- 
pressed by the war, theso Alsatians, 
and their aspirations, except in the 
broadest sense, are unrevealed. | only 
know that their preference for 
France as against Germany remains 
unchanged. : 


NON-COMBATANT ABSENTEE 


Won't Fight or Work, But WIIl Give 
‘Some Free Service’

British Headquarters in France, 
via London, April 19— A German 
oflicor captured Tuesday frankly 
stated that the Germans regard the 
loss of Vimy ridge as the biggest 
defeat they have suffered since the 
war began. This officer knows the 
ridge thoroughly, having been stat- 
ioned on it all last summer, and 


any troops could fail to hold it. In 
his opinion the garrison must have 
been demoralized before the British 
attack began. 7 

The latter statement is thought to 
be true, for other captured Germans 
have testified to demoralization in 
their ranks after several days of the 
British intensive artillery fire. 

Tho Germans continue highly ner- 
vious all along the front, the slight- 
est increase in British fire calling up 
distress signals.

The German infantry are getting 
better artillery support since the

Little John’s duty was that of

MANY CONSCRIPTED 


Married Londoners Cheerful When 
“Called Up” Before Even Plum 
Puddings Were Tasted 


Thousands of married men in Lon- 
don and the country left their homes 
in response to the army call-up, and 
they spent their Christmas learning 
to become soldiers. On .the third 
Christmas of the great war the army 
authorities were not disposed to allow 
any sentimentality to delay the draft- 
ing of every available man into the 
army. In 1915 recruits who joined 
during or just before Christmas week 
were allowed to remain at home until 
the festivities were over. 

But the war spirit of Great Britain 
has become sterner since then and the 
men who left their homes took their 
bad luck bravely and made up their, 
foinds to make the best of it. It was 
a brutal morning, a sickly fog leaking | 
with dirty rainwater, and there was | 
almost a look of Flanders about the 
streets. The recruits, with their | 
coat collars turned up and the water 
trickling off their bowlers, accepted 
it all qujte cheerfully, assembling be-' 
fore nine. 

“Really Is a War on” 


“I never thought I should have been : 
called up like this,” said one man. ! 
“This is the sort of thing that makes 
you belfeve that there really is a war | 
on. Tho wife and the kids didn’t half; 
make a fuss about it, but I told them 
that there were some fathers who 
did not spend last Christmas at home 
or the Christmas before either, and 
that it was about time that some of 
those who have been stopping at 
home all this while put up with some 
inconvenience.” Another man was 
wondering what sort of Christmas 
dinner would be served out in fhe 
army. 

; No Cheering or Bands 

The recruits had their belongings 
in small bags or brown paper parcels, 
and they left the recruiting offices in 
a@ tramway car. There was no band 
to play them off and no crowd to 
cheer them on their way. “Of course 
we are sorry to call up men on a day 
like this,” said one recruiting officer. 
“In special circumstances a man can 
get extra grace {if he has. any domes- 
tic trouble in the home which re- 
quires his attention. 

“The authorities are always very 
considerate in ‘such cases, and you 
may be sure that men have not been 
torn from homes where their pre- 
sence there is imperative.” “All over 
London the little groups of recruits 
were marching to the stations with 
railway warrants to destinations 
throughout the country.
